Dev ice for Discharging Mail From 
High Speed Trains. 
After y ears of search the postoffice 
officials hav e fou nd a sat isfactory d e­ 
v ice for the d ischarging of mail from 
high speed trains. 
The operation of the mail crane for 
picking u p mails is familiar, bu t the 
problem of d ischarging mails from the 
same train withou t hazard to the 
malls had been a d ifficu lt one. The 
d ev ioe, which has been approv ed by 
the postoffice officials, is entirely au to­ 
matic and is operated by air from the 
brakes of the train and the instantan­ 
eou s action necessary Is thu s secu red . 
The d ev ice consists of a platform 
arranged In the car d oor, on which 
the sacks of mail to be d eliv ered are 
placed . Contact between the crane 
on the station platform and & trigger 
on the mail catching arm on the car 
pu ts the mechanism in operation, 
which ejects the mail sack into a 
receiv ing box placed at the sid e of the 
track, so constru cted that the air is 
forced into either end by the moment­ 
u m of the pou ch and thu s acts as a 
cu shion prev enting d amage to the 
pou ch or contents. The d ev ice, com­ 
bined with the stand ard crane, can be 
operated either to catch or d eliv er 
mail.

Vegetable caterpillar is the nam e giv­ 
en to a fungus—Cordy ceps robertsii— 
fouml in New Zealand. 
It exhibits a 
curious uu« l m y sterious com bination of 
anim al and vegetable life and is in­ 
variably found associated as a para­ 
site with the bulrush caterpillar. How 
the spores of tin* fungus enter the in­ 
sect, which has never y et been m et 
with as a grub or moth, is not certainly 
known. 
Sir Joseph Hooker suggests 
they get lodged in its neck as it buries 
itself. At any rate, the fungus springs 
from the head of the buried insect and 
gradually absorbs its Inside till the 
whole body becom es full of purely veg­ 
etable tissue, though iu outw ard ap­ 
pearance it rem ains unchanged, head, 
legs and claw s being seen clearly in 
detail. The pulpy vegetable m atter has 
a nutty flavor and is eaten w ith relish 
by pigs and greedily devoured by the 
Maori wood hen. 
The fungus, after 
grow ing to a 
height of about six 
inches, « lies and « lries up. — London 
Standard.

It is an American predilection to be­ 
lieve the outre and freakish stories that 
are based solely on hearsay testim ony 
and to reject often the commonplace 
m atter of fact. A list of the cheerful 
lies that are commonly believed would 
fill a volume. Only a few of them are 
given below. 
How often have y ou been inflicted 
with the story of the m an who w as 
overpaid when cashing a check a t the 
bank and the cashier telling him that 
no m istakes would be corrected after 
the custom er left the window? 
Ac­ 
cording to the story , the cashier laid 
dow n the. m andate before the cashier 
knew the m istake w as la his favor. D 
m akes an excellent y arn, but diligent 
search discloses tha t it never had any 
foundation in fuct. 
B anks have no 
such rule. If a custom er is underpaid 
or overpaid the m istake will appear 
w hen the balance is struck at tiie end 
of the day ’s business, and the error 
will be cheerfully rectified. 
But the 
m ajority of the public believe the ficti­ 
tious story of "how the fellow got the 
best of the bank” sim ply because it is 
a good story and they like to believe it. 
Probably the most common error on 
the part of the public is the belief that 
when a dead body is found no one has 
a right to touch or move the rem ains 
"until the coroner com es.” There n« *ver 
w as any such law, is uot now and 
probably never will be. 
The citizen 
who is of an im piiring turn of m ind 
has a perfect right to exam ine the dead 
bodies he runs across in the course of 
his travels, to move the rem ains and 
even search the pockets of the de­ 
ceased, provided, of course, tha t his 
m otives are honest. T hat is all that is 
necessary . 
There is also a prevalent belief that 
a note signed or contract entered into 
on Sunday is void and that either party 
can plead the fact of the sacred day to 
get out of a bad bargain. This is nut 
true. If a m an enters into a contract 
or signs a note on Sunday he is legally 
bound and can have no defense that he 
■would not have if the transaction had 
occurred in the m iddle of the week. 
"I had my back against my own 
house when I struck this m an,” say s 
the defendant In police court. 
H e be­ 
lieves tha t his proxim ity to his castle 
gives him more rights than he would 
have if he were iu the street. This be­ 
lief lias been the cause of much can­ 
tankerous litigation, and it has ever 
resulted in the ruling tha t a m an has 
a right to defend him self in a reason­ 
able m anner if he is attacked, w hat­ 
ever m ay he his geographical position, 
and the incidental contiguity of his 
home "cuts no ice” in the case. 
The public has great confitlence in 
the magic num ber three, and w ithout 
any reasonable basis for the belief. 
It 
is commonly believed tha t if a drow n­ 
ing person sinks for the third tim e he 
is gone for good and all. 
The facts 
contradict this. 
M any persons die in 
the first sinking, and if one has the 
strength and vitality to rise to the sur­ 
face of the w ater tw ice it furnishes nn 
excellent presum ption that he will be 
able to do so again. 
In an eddy or 
rapidly moving w aters people have 
sunk from sight a half dozen tim es 
and liv« *d to tell the experience to their 
gra ndehlhlren. 
Then there is the third congestive 
chill, commonly believed to be fatal. 
Most people who die from tins cause 
succum b to the first or second attack. 
If a man succeeds in w eathering tw o 
<jf them the « Kids are in favor of his 
com ing out victor in the third. Almost 
every com m unity possesses a citizen 
who boasts the fact that he has a sil- 
ver plate in his skull. Surgeons say tha t 
very few attem pts w ere ever m ade at 
such an operation, and all of them 
wore failures. 
There does not exist a 
m an who has a silver plate iu his 
skull, although m any men honestly be­ 
lieve that they are carry ing this species 
of paraphernalia in their crauium s. 
The bone of the skull cannot live and 
be healthy in the presence of a foreign 
body . 
It is said by surgeons to be a 
phy sical im possibility , but this serves 
iu 
110 way to overcome the common 
and erroneous belief. 
The medical fraternity has another 
false belief to com bat in cases of “shin- 
J 
gles.” 
This disease consists of a skin 
eruption, 
alw ay s 
following 
affected 
nerves aud commonly appearing on 
the body . 
It is a very common belief 
tha t if the "shingles” com pletely sur­ 
round the body aud strike a m eeting 
point the patient will die Instantly . 
The belief is untrue.—K ansas City . 
Journal.
